Mao Admits 
Mistakes 
At Congress

The Chiné :e Communist 
Party, claiming a membership 
of almost 11,000,000, opened its 
first national Congress in 11 
years in Peiping yesterday, 

The Congress, the eighth in 
the Party’s history, opened in 
the Red Chinese capital-at 2 
p.m., attended by 1,021 delegates 
and Communist leaders and 
visitors from 46 countries. 


A Peiping Radio broadcast 
heard in Tokyo said Chairman 
Mao Tse-tung formally declared 
the Congress open followed by 
the election of Teng Hsiao-ping 
as Secretary-General of the Con- 
gress. 

The meeting then adopted the 
Congress agenda and Liu Shao- 
chi, Chairman of the National 
People’s Congress’s powerful 
standing committee and regard- 
ed as logical successor to Mao, 
took the rostrum to deliver the 
political report of the Congress 
on behalf of the Central Com- 
mittee. | 


Mao, according to Peiping 
Radio, said in his opening 
address that the line followed 
by the Party’s Central Com- 
mittee since the seventh Con- 
gress, held shortly before the 
end of World War Il, “is cor- 
rect and that our Party is a 
great Marxist-Leninist Party 
which has attained political 
maturity.” /, 


“Our Party is now . more 
united, more consolidated than 
at any time in the past,” the 
old revolutionary said. 


Mao, however, admitted that 
the party “also made some 
mistakes” and that the. cur- 
rent Congress “must sum up 
the main experiences in our 
work including both successes 
and* mistakes so that we can 
popularize our successful ex- 
perience and draw lessons 
from our mistakes.” 


Mao also said: (1) Red China 
must establish normal diplo- 
matic relations “on the basis of 
mutual respect for territorial in- 
tegrity and sovereignty and 
equality and mutual benefit” 
with all nations “willing to live 
peacefully together with us.” 
(2) The Peiping regime “firmly 
supports the entirely lawful 
action” of the Egyptian Govern- 
ment “in takirfg back the Suez 
Canal Company.” (3) “Very 
great developments” will follow 
the 20th Congress earlier this 
year of the Soviet Communist 
Party in that party’s work.

NEW DELHI, Sept. 15 (AP)

which has developed. out of 
Egypt's nationalization of the 
Suez Canal. 

He told the envoys—all of 
secondary rank. because the 
chief representatives are absent 
from New Delhi—that the Suez 
crisis is grave, but that there 
still is a possibility of negotiat- 
ing a peaceful solution. 

Urging the Colombo powers 
to keep close touch with each 
other, Nehru said, nevertheless, 
that a meeting of the prime min- 
isters of these Asian nations did 
not appear useful at the present 
time. 


After leaving the External 
Affairs Ministry where the ses- 
sion was held, the four visiting 
envoys declined to say whether 
they in turn had communicated 
their governments’ views. 


18 Nations 
Will Discuss 
3 Suez Points 


LONDON, Sept. 15 (AFP)— 
The agenda for the 18-power 
conference on the Suez Canal 
to open in London next Wed- 
nesday at 11 a.m, (7 p.m. JST) 
will comprise three points, the 
Foreign Office announced today. 

These are: 1. Report of the 
five-power Suez Canal Commit- 
tee which conferred with Egyp- 
tian President Nasser in Cairo, 
and the measures to be taken in 
consequence, 2. The Egyptian 
Government’s memoranduin of 
Sept. 10 proposing an interna- 
tional conference to revise the 
Constantinople Convention of 
1888, 3. The Suez Canal Users’ 
Association. 

The three items on_ the 
agenda were listed in the invi- 
tation sent in the name of Brit- 


ain, France and the United 
States to the 15 other powers 
which supported the Dulles 


plan for the internationalization 
of the Suez Canal at the original 
Londen Conference last month. 

Text of the invitation was 
published by the Foreign Office. 
The announcenient said the in- 
vitation was delivered to the 
powers concerned this morning. 

The conference is to take place 
at Lancaster House, as did the 
earlier conference of 22 powers. 


Pakistan to Leave 


West if War Starts 


KARACHI, Sept. 15 (Kyodo- 
UP)—Pakistan today warned 
that she will break with the 
West if Britain and France tried 
to shoot their way through the 
Suez Canal. 

A Foreign Office spokesman 
said that Pakistan, which back- 
ed the Dulles plan, “is under no 
obligation to Support.the users’ 
association.” 

The spokesman said that the 
gravity of the situation “is great- 
er than ever before.” 

Pakistan “is against any at- 
tempt to impose a settlement on 
Egypt by force,” he said.

At- 
tending the meeting were For- 
eign Vice-Minister Suemitsu Ka- 
dowaki, Advisor Renzo Sawada, 
who had attended the London 
Suez parley as Government de- 
legate, Advisor Sadao Iguchi and 
Director Takezo Shimoda of the 
Treaties Bureau, 

The top officials of the For- 
eign Office also decided, how- 
ever. that in accepting the Brit- 
ish invitation, Japan should re- 
serve its attitude toward the 
plan for the Suez users’ associa- 
tion, which has been proposed 
by France and Britain’with the 
backing of the U.S. 

It appeared that the opinion 
was also voiced that Japan 
should propose at the London 
conference that the Suez issue 
be placed before the U.N. on 
the ground of its possible harm 
to peace and security.

Egyptian President 
Says Formula Is 
‘War Declaration’

CAIRO, Sept. 15—Presi- 
dent Nasser today rejected 
the Western Big-Three’s 
proposal for an association 
of Suez Canal users as “a 


declaration of war.” 


Nasser said “the aim of such 
a proposal is not peace but war - 
and aggression against the 
small countries.” 


Speaking publicly for the first 
time since the proposal was an- 
nounced in London by Prime 
Minister Eden, Nasser told an 
audience of Air Force cadets 
at Bilbeis that the United States 
attitude to the new proposal is 
“puzzling.” 


Nasser noted that President 
Eisenhower advocated a peace- 
ful solution while the U.S. State 
Department favors international 
control of the canal. 


United States support of the 
users’ association, he _ said, 
“means they will help Britain 
provoke the Egyptian people in- 
to a clash with Britain.” 


“We will fight anyone who at- 
tacks Egypt,” Nasser said. “We

5 Europeans Killed 
By Algerian Rebels

Bulganin Hits 
‘Open Skies’ 
Plan Again | 


WASHINGTON; Sept. 15 (AP) 
—Soviet Premier Nikolai Bulga- 
nin again has denounced Presi- 
dent Eisenhower’s proposal for 
“open skies” aerial inspection 
as a move toward world dis- 
armament. : 

In a letter to the President, 
the Russian leader criticized it 
as a thinly-disguised move to 
obtain “more complete intelli- 
gence data on the military and 
industrial resources” of Russia. 

Acceptance of President 
Eisenhower's plan, proposed at 
the Geneva Big-Four meeting 13 
months ago, Bulganin — said, 
“would only increase the mu- 
tual fear of the danger of a sud- 
den attack and would engender 
a war psychosis.” 

Instead, Bulganin called on 
Eisenhower to outlaw nuclear 
tests as a first step toward 
breaking the disarmament dead- 
lock—an approach the Russians 
have advocated before, 

The 2000-word letter was first 
made public in Moscow several 
hours before its White House 
release late yesterday. Its date, 
Sept. 11, was one day after the 
Soviet’s latest reported nuclear 
test in Central Asia. 

The ietter, written in Sochi, 
a Black Sea health resort where 
Bulganin is vacationing, was 
released by the official Soviet 
news agency Tass last night. 
It replied to Eisenhower's Aug. 
4 letter rebuking the Soviet

Japanese Antarctic expedition 
team, stated in Washington 
yesterday that Japan’s plans 
for its Antarctic expedition 
during the International 
Geophysical Year may have to 
be subject to revamping as 
result of his talks with Ameri- 
can polar experts. 

Nishibori made the _state- 
ment at a press conference 
prior-to his departure for New 
York on his way back to Japan 
from the U.S. capital where he 
had stayed since Sept. 6. 


Nishibori said that Japanese 
scientists tended to be. insuf- 


ficiently prepared ffor’§ the 
Antarctic expedition due _ to 
lack of experience. 

He told newsmen that 


through his talks with Ameri- 
cans, he had learned many

He said he learned during 
his visit here that: 


1. Prince Harald Coast, the 
base for the Japanese Antarctic 
expedition, has summers warm- 
er than generally believed in 
Japan.

2. The 18day period set 
aside under the current plan 
for the landing of equipment 
and goods at Prince Haraid 
Coast from the expedition ship 
Soya during the preliminary 
expedition next January is too 
short.

Hokkaido Development 


A new Government plan is 
now shaping up to accelerate 
the industrial and agricultural 
development of Hokkaido. 


Up to now, the future of 
Japan’s northernmost and only 
underdeveloped island has been 
the subject of much talk~-but 
little action. A comprehensive 
five-year program, started in 
1952, has only achieved an es- 
timated 50 per cent of its 
objectives. 

The new program, details of 
which have not yet been 
released, will follow the gen- 
eral lines set forth in _ the 
original scheme—with one im- 
portant change. The paralyzing 
lack of capital which has stunt- 
ed Hokkaido’s growth will be 
corrected. 


Will Seek Funds 


Additional funds from the 
national budget will be sougnt 
next year. Moreover, if State 
Minister Matsutaro  Shoriki, 
chief of the Hokkaido Develop- 
ment Board, has his way the 
island’s development will be 
opened to foreign investment. 

The investment Shoriki has 
in mind is. primarily long- 
term loans from abroad. He 
reasons that to complete the 
program at the lowest possible 
cost, Japan should take advant- 
age of lower interest rates 
prevailing in the United States 
and other countries. 


The imported capital would 
be used to finance purchase of 
foreign machinery and equip- 
ment as well as to meet local 
construction costs. While no 
equity investments are _ envi- 
sioned, there might be op. 
portunities for technical assis- 
tance tie-ups in connection 
with specific projects. 
Corporation Planned 


In order to stimulate this 
faltering program, a Hokkaido 
development corporation, own- 
ed jointly by the Government 
and private business firms, will 
be established. To subscribers 
of its stock, the corporation 
will pay .a fixed six per cent 
annual dividend—an assured 
way to raise capital. 


The firm, in turn, will con-

than the rest of the nation, 
Small Population 


While the island accounts 
for over 20 per cent of Japan's 
total land area, it supports only 


five per cent of the nation’s 


population. It is heavily 
[dependent on the rest of the 
country both for manufactured 
goods and for local government 
funds. 


A successful industrialization 
program could attract more 
settlers and make Hokkaido 
not only self-sufficient but also 
a potent contributor to Japan's 
over-all prosperity, 


In particular, the govern- 
ment is anxious to build up the 
Tomakomai region in southern 
Hokkaido facing the Pacific 
coast. Synthetic fiber, chemical 
fertilizer, cement, and_ ship- 
building industries, say officials, 
could profitably be. developed 
in the area. . 


Mineral Deposits 


These industries could utilize 
abundant nearby deposits of 
iron, coal, sulphur, copper, 
manganese and other minerals. 
Actually, much of Hokkaido’s 
underground wealth has not 
even been properly surveyed. 

Another important project is 
development of the _ Ishikari 
River basin, which involves con- 
struction of irrigation systems, 
road networks, and power sta- 
tions, and reclamation of mar- 
ginal agriculturg! lands.

est priority. Along with it must 
come development of more 
electric power to supply house- 
hold and industrial needs. 

While portions of the program 
have gone ahead with relative 
success, the growth of trans- 
portation facilities has lagged 
far behind. Vast areas of the 
island are, in effect, isolated 
from the remainder of the coun- 
try—particularly during’ the 
winter season. 


Climatic Factor 
The colder climate is one rea- 


son why the Government must 
make as much effort to attract 
settlers to Hokkaido as it does 
to attract foreign tourists to 
Japan. 

Given fuel, electric power, 
and insulated homes, there is 
no reason why a Japanese far- 
mer or factory worker cannot 
live almost as comfortably in 
Hokkaido as in Honshu. Yet, 
few Japanese so much as consid- 
er the notion of moving to the 
northern island. 

Once a strong demand for 
labor is created and living con- 
ditions are improved, the way 
is open for migration. But be- 
fore a large-scale movement 
can be expected, the Govern- 
ment will have to do a major 
selling job throughout Japan— 
convincing its citizens that life

Six Japanese Experts 


To Study U.S. Farming 


Six leading Japanese agricul- 
tural credit experts will leave 
Haneda Airpprt for the United 
States via Pan American air- 
lines tomorrow for a two-month 
study of American agricultural 
policy and administration.

Japanese firms said yesterday 
they would put pressure on the 
Government to authorize the ex- 
port of 800 blacklisted motor- 
cycle-trucks to Communist 
China, 

The newspaper Nihon Keizai 


reported the Toyo Industrial 
Company, the Daihatsu Indus- 
tries Co., and Shin-Mitsubishi 


Heavy Industries had tentative- 
ly agreed to export the 1-% to 
two-ton three-wheeled trucks to 
Red China, 

The shipment would be worth 
approximately 500,000 sterling. 

Japan has shipped 638 three- 
wheelers of one half ton or less 
to mainland China this year, 
about four times the shipments 
last year. 

The Nihon Keizai said Japa- 
nese makers were agitated, 
however, by reports that Brit- 
ain and other Western Euro- 
pean countries Were making 
plans to take over an export 
order by Peiping for 12,000 
three-wheeled trucks in the 
over-one-ton class next year. 

The regulations of COCOM, 
Western European agency po- 
licing Communist trade, do not 
permit exports to Red China of 
motorcycle-trucks over % ton. 

Therefore, the three firms 
have agreed to apply to the To 
kyo Government for permis- 
sion to export the vehicles un- 
der the COCOM “escape clause.” 
The Japanese cnarge Britain 
has been making large-scale 
shipments of embargoed trac- 
tors to China under that clause.

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Working With India 


A group of Japanese businessmen under sponsorship 
of the Federation of Economic Organizations left yesterday 


for India. 


Such businessmen’s missions abroad have 


become almost too common, but this one deserves special 


attention. 
extreme interest in India. 


One good reason is that it has already stirred 


“In more ways than one this should prove an important 


visit,” the Times of India says. 


For India, it is “an op- 


portunity to reach agreement on large scale collaboration 
with the most advanced industrial nation in Asia, a colla- 
boration she has long desired; for Japan, an effort in the 
right direction of sharing in the task of building an 
economically stronger Asia and so ensuring for herself 
both a profitable and honorable place in Asian develop- 


ments.” 


The immediately significant fact is that India has em- 
barked on her second five-year development plan, calling 
for an outlay of $15,000 million. This program will demand 
a vast amount of machinery, much of which India can 
buy from us if the price is right, the quality high and the 
service good. And the mood of the Indians indicates that 
that they would want to buy from their fellow-Asians. 


This would appear to 
practically thrown in our lap. 


be a tremendous bonanza 
India is precisely the market 


we have been looking for, and she can provide in return 
the raw materials Japan’s industry needs, such as iron and 


manganese ore. 


But the deal is not all so simple as that. 


This is not a matter of just buying and selling goods. 
It calls for cooperation of a very high order, for the effects 
of such a vast program as the subcontinent nation has 
outlined for the next five years will be important from all 
standpoints—political and social as well as economic. And 
this will be true not only for India but for all Asia.

Soon after the Communists established themselves 
throughout the Chinese mainland there was an attempt 


to familiarize the Chinese 
language. 


masses with the Russian 


This sometimes took ludicrous forms such as 
the bawling of Russian songs and speeches from loud- 
speakers erected at street corners in the larger towns. 


At 


the same time, public officials refused to deal with foreign- 
ers in any other-language but Chinese and Russian, even 
in commercial centers like Shanghai where a majority of 
people had some knowledge of English. Even the Chinese 
dialects were frowned upon but the attempt to make every- 
body use Mandarin did not meet with great success. 

Enforeed inability to obtain instruction in English, 
however, struck the severest blow on the Chinese them- 
selves, especially on the commercial circles accustomed to 
use this language in foreign trade transactions, and the 
resulting damage to Chinese interests now seems to be 
realized by the Peiping Government itself. 

Quite apart from the fact that English today is the 
mother tongue of several hundred millions of people, it 
has become the language of commerce throughout a great — 


part of the world and is in 


fact recognized as the most 


necessary auxiliary language for all engaged in inter- 


national affairs. 


Without it, international conferences would be hardly 


possible. 


So altogether we may suppose that the Chinese 


Reds, not wishing to be left out in the cold, have felt 
compelled to revise their idea of banning English from 


Chinese shores. 


There must be a hope that they will 


come to revise various other concepts in order that the 
Chinese people may have greater freedom to study their 


best interests. 


L_ Press Comments — 


Sunday, Sept. 16 


Asahi Shimbun said it was 
good that members of the Par- 
ent-Teacher Associations have 
gradually come to realize that 
the occupation by local bosses of 
key posts of the organization 
will enable the bosses to utilize 
it for various kinds of elections 
such as the Dietmen or local 
assemblymen. The increasing 
interest of members in the elec- 
tion of PTA officials and PTA 
finances, the paper said, may 
eventually lead them to turn 
more attention to the election 
of local assemblymen or finances 
of local governments under the 
rule of which they reside. 


Mainichi Shimbun, comment- 
ing on Soviet Premier Bul- 
ganin’s, reply to Prime Minister 
Hatoyama’s five-point peace pro- 
posal, said it doubted the wis- 
dom of the Adenauer formula. 
The paper wondered what Japan 
can gain from this peace for- 
mula, It indicated that Japan 
imstead has much to lose as 
seen in the case of West Ger- 


many. 


Yomiuri Shimbun urged the 
Government to clarify its posi- 
tion toward the present Suez 
Canal crisis. The paper said 
Japan should express its “pro- 
found sympathy with and under- 
standing” for Afro-Asian under- 
developed countries now march- 
ing forward toward their eco- 
nomic independence after hav- 
ing won political independence. 
This is necessary, it said, from 
the historical and geographical 
position of Japan. : 


Chubu Nippon Shimbun (Na- 
goya) urged the disputing 
parties involved in the current 
Suez Canal crisis to avoid any 
resort to military force and try 
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to settle the issue peacefully. 
The paper recalled that when 
Britain and France announced 
their idea of setting up a Suez 
Canal Users’ Association recent- 
ly, the U.S. lost no time in pro- 
posing to take partinit. Egypt, 
it said, repudiated the Anglo- 
French idea at once. And yet, 
the paper reminded, the two 
countries are attempting to 
force their plan on Egypt, giv- 
ing rise to fears over some un- 
toward incident. 


Chugoku Shimbun (Hiro- 
Shima) said the U.S. aide-me- 


moire on the Russo-Japanese 


~ peace talks helped promote the 


current world wide trend for 
peace because it officially clarifi- 
ed U.S. hopes for restoration of 
diplomatic relations between 
Japan and Russia. It was also in- 
strumental in killing speculation 
in Japan that the United States 
would not welcome resumption 
of diplomatic relations between 
Japan and Russia. The paper 
stated that the aide-memoire 
clarified that the disputed is- 
lands were historically Japanese 
territory and not the loot of 
aggression, 


Nihon Keizai Shimbun at- 
tached much significance to the 
latest suggestion by the Indus- 
trial Planning Council that the 
weakest points of Japan’s 
economy lie in power shortage, 
high taxes and bad highways. 
In the matter of taxes, the 
paper said, the Government 
should be able to reduce them 
at any time it desires. But it 
would be rather difficult ‘for 
the nation’s industries’ to 
switchover from coal to heavy 
oil due to its possible adverse 
effect on the coal industry. It 
is more simple, however, to 
solve the issue of bad high- 
ways, the paper said. 


Topics of the Times 


Week’s Political Maneuvers Indicate Greater Party Confusion 


The main political develop- 
ment of the past week continu- 
ed to revolve around the issue 
= the Japanese-Soviet negotia- 
tion. 


There was further marked evi- 
dence that policies and methods 
were not being worked out 
through the normal channels of 
the Foreign Office or by its nomi- 
nal head, Mamoru Shigemitsu, 
due to his differences with Cabt- 
net colleagues on policy and 
his weak political position with- 
in both Government and party. 


Prime evidence of Shigemi- 
tsu’s lack of control over policy 
was indicated by the fact that 
the “informal” approaches to 
the unofficial USSR mission 
in Tokyo were made by Ichiro 
Kono and Tatsunosuke Taka- 
saki. The latter still plays an 
active role in policy matters 
after serving only as Acting 
Foreign Minister for six weeks 
during Shigemitsu’s late sum- 
mer travels. Further, Shige- 
mitsu later declared that he 
would not immediately contact 
S. Tichvinsky, head of the 5So- 
viet fisheries group here, 


Shigemitsu may have delayed 
agreeing to see Tichvinsky 
even though directed to do so 
by the Cabinet because he ex- 
pected “help” from the United 
States. If so, he must have 
been disappointed in U.S. Am- 
bassador Allison’s verbal state- 
ment last week that the U.S. 
would not “intervene” in the 
current policy wrangle, or sup- 
port even Shigemitsu’s latest 
position, that the disposition of 
the Southern Kuriles should be 
settled through an international 
conference to include the major 
powers signing the San Fran- 
cisco Treaty in 1951. 

Politically Isolated 


Shigemitsu’s political isolation 
is just as marked, Even the 
ex-Progressive Party group, his 
potential supporting bloc, is not 
united behind his shifting po- 
licies. His chief political sup- 
port comes from those ex-Pro- 
gressives who secured his elec- 
tion as party president in 1952 
and thus have some “face” in- 
volved in his present predica- 
ment. Moreover, other party 
groups upholding his current 
position recognize other poli- 
tical leadership than Shigemi- 
tsu’s. 


This isolated and weak poli- 
tical-administrative position of 
the Foreign Minister appears to 
underlie the recent suggestion 
against a Cabinet reshuffle prior 
to the Premier’s expected de- 
parture to Moscow the end of 
this month. Because of Shige- 
mitsu’s lack of influence on po- 
litical or administrative policy, 
he would not possess much act- 
ual power, even as Acting Prime 
Minister during Hatoyama’s ab- 
sence, The powers of the pre- 
miership during the latter’s ab- 
sence may well devolve upon a 
collective leadership in fact, if 
not in name, 


Such a collective leadership 
appears likely, particularly if 
both Kono and the Prime Min- 
ister go to Moscow, In view 
of the not inconsiderable oppo- 
sition against both within the 
party, the “main stream” must 
make sure the ground is not 
cut out from under them during 
their absence, | 


Collective Leadership 


Kono himself may very well 
designate one or more leading 
“main stream” members to serve 
as his special watch dog or de- 
puty in party affairs. More- 
over, the relative balance of fac- 
tionalism in the party is a fur- 
ther assurance that a collective 
leadership in the execution of 
party and Cabinet affairs will 
develop during Hatoyama’s ab- 
sence, 


This situation during that in- 
terval might normally redound 
to the advantage of Secretary- 
General Nobusuke Kishi, the 
most frequently mentioned prob- 
able successor to Hatoyama. 
However, Kishi’s record for the 
past three weeks has not en- 
deared him to the “main 
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stream” faction. While hig of. 
ficial duty is to unify the party 
under its president, he appears 
to have been troubled with the 
problem of reconciling that ob. 
ligation with his own hopes 
and ambitions. 

His statement of Aug. 30 
seems designed to straddle the 
factional issue, though he gyb. 
sequently appeared to incline 
to the anti-main stream side, as 
in the meeting with the busi. 
ness groups demanding Hato. 
yama’s retirement. If the main 
stream succeeds in its current 
policy drive, Kishi cannot wel] 
expect its cordial thanks. 


Much to Learn 

Kishi’s role in the meeting 
with business spokesmen suy- 
gests also that he has much to 
learn in political management. 
A smart, experienced politician 
would have noted quickly their 
incongruous role and acted to 
avoid embarrassment to both 
business groups and himself, 

The business groups made the 
mistake of ‘appearing to slip 
into the very realm of “person- 
al politics” they correctly de- 
plore as the curse of the 
Liberal-Democratic Party by 
overemphasizing the necessity 
of Hatoyama’s retirement. They 
should have outlined a program 
that called for urgent solution 
by the party and its head, urg- 
ing the selection of a new par- 
ty leadership if these were not 
met. 

Since the financial leaders are 
not public office holders or par- 
ty members in the Diet, .they 
have no legitimate right to tel] 
the Liberal-Democratic Party 
who its leader should or should 
not be. But they can legitimate- 
ly state a policy and withhold 
financial aid to the current 
leadership if it fails or bungles 
in executing such a policy. 

They made a second mistake 
in the timing of the “demand.” 
They attacked the premier for 
lack of leadership at the time 
when he was giving more lead- 
ership to party and government 
than on any other occasion or 
issue. 


Socialist Politics 

While the Socialist Party’s 
announcemen: supporting a 
modified treaty with the USSR 
strengthened the Kono faction 
in the conservative party, its 
primary objective appears to 
have been Socialist politics, If 
a modified treaty appears like- 


ly to be signed along lines of 
the five-six points made public 
12 days ago, then it is political- 
ly important for the Socialists 


to seek some credit for its: 
achievement. ; 
By making the _ statement 


now, while the trend appears to 
favor the “main stream” of the 
conservatives, the Socialists can 
claim, and doubtless will, that 
their support was essential in 
securing eventual conservative 
adoption of such a policy. At 
the same time, Socialist support 
for a nonpartisan policy to- 
ward the Soviet negotiations 
was valuable, if not necessary, 
for the Liberal-Democratic pro- 
ponents of a modified treaty if 
Hatoyama’s efforts were to be 
a final assault upon the prob- 
lem and to remove the issue 
from further political contro- 


versy. 
The recent reservation of 
Jotaro Kawakami, Socialist 


Party advisor, that his party 
should not send a member to 
Moscow in the official delega- 
tion seems to miss the point of 
a nonpartisan policy approach. 
To succeed, such an approach 
cannot be conducted in a man- 
ner to bring deliberately great- 
er advantages to one partner 
than another. 
Objectives Known 

Another aspect’ of the di- 
plomacy of thé past two weeks 
is the almost open character of 
the development of policy. If 
negotiations resume at Moscow 
late this month or early next, 
both the Russians aad the 
Japanese will know the other's 
objectives and the limits of 
each. Therefore the conference 
is likely to be brief and almost 
pro-forma. 

This would tend to minimize 
the importance of anyone act- 
ing as Prime Minister at home. 
On the other hand, Hatoyama 
may well seek a series of state 
visits to cap the “success” of 
Moscow talks as his “swan 
song” preparatory to an early 
retirement upon return to To 
kyo. 

The apparent urgency of the 
Liberal-Democratic main stream 
to dispatch the Moscow negoti- 
ating team by Sept. 25-26 sug- 
gests that Hatoyama’s early re- 
tirement is part of its strategy, 
and an effort to get the delega- 
tion back to Tokyo in time for 
a Liberal-Democratic Party con- 
vention expected in November,

WASHINGTON—The press is 
barred from President Eisen- 
hower’s farm, but this column 
has uncovered some of _ its 
secrets. Hidden.in his base- 
ment, for example, is another 
deep freeze story. 


This is the famous appliance 
that caused the Truman Ad- 
ministration so much trouble. 
In 1949, Maj. Harry Vaughan 
accepted two deep freeze units 
as gifts for himself and the first 
lady, Bess Truman, Never has 
such a cold machine generated 
so much heat. The freezers 
became the subject of angry 
editorials, political attacks and 
finally @ congressional investi- 
gation, 


This column can report that 
Ike’s basement contains not one 
but. three deep freeze units. 
These are flanked by two roomy 
refrigerators,, not counting the 
standard model in the kitchen. 
The President also keeps a huge, 
walk-in, cold storage unit in 
his barn. . 


Ike Keeps Receipts 


How did Ike get these sym- 
bols of democratic “corruption?” 
You can be sure he paid for 
them. He also carefully pre- 
served the bills of sale to prove 
it. He needs extra freezing 
equipment to handle the meat 
that is butchered on his farm. 

However, Ike’s Gettysburg 
farm is loaded with other items, 
less political but often more ex- 
pensive, that he did not buy. 
He has been showered with 
more gifts than any President 
in history — valuable testi- 
monials to his popularity. 

This raises a question that 
has been discussed but never 
settled. How far should the 
President go in accepting gifts? 
George Washington, for ex. 
ample, refused gifts from for. 
eign countries. Most Presidents 
have accepted whatever came 
in, dividing the surplus among 
charities. Put no clear rule has 
been followed. 

Ike keeps most gifts that he 
feels come from well-meaning 
people. He is wary of pro- 
motors who might try to give 
him commercial products for 
the free advertising. This has 
made him strict about mention. 
ing brand names. 

Ike's Finances 

The President has sunk over 
$267,500 of his own money in 
the farm. He paid $24,000 for 
the original 189 acres, another 
$16,000 for the stock and ma- 
chinery. He has added parcels of 
land until he now owns about 
469 acres, costing $142,518 total. 
He has spent about $100,000 ex. 
panding the original nine-room 
house into a rambling, spacious, 
14-room structure, tailored to 
suit his own tastes rather than 
any architectural style.  Stij) 
more money has gone into new 
equipment, 

To finance the farm, Ike has 
dipped into the $476,250 profit 
We made on his book, “Crusad 
in Europe.” His presidentia 
Salary is $100,000, plus $90,000 


travel and expense money. He 
takes in another $30,000 a year 
from outside investments, but 
gave up a $20,000 yearly salary 
when he resigned from the 
Army. 

Free Foliage 


The farm is landscaped with 
donated trees and shrubbery. 
The half-mile driveway to the 
house is lined with spruce and 
quince trees, the spruce pre- 
sented by the 48 state GOP com- 
mittees and the quince by his 
Cabinet. 


Most of Ike’s cattle, including 
over 20 valuable black Angus, 
were donated. His sorrel mare, 
Doole-de Dee, was presented by 
the American Quarter Horse As- 
sociation, complete with hand- 
tooled saddle. The association 
also gave a light bay, named 
Sporty Miss, to Ike’s grandchil- 
dren. The kids already had a 
black-and-white pony, however, 
given by J. R. Lackey of Ashe- 
ville, N.C, 


Valuable Chinaware 


Mamie also has received gifts 
for inside the house, including 
valuable chinaware. One set: 
26 royal Berlin porcelain plates 
heavily decorated in gold and 
centered with portraits of the 
nation’s first ladies, Each plate 
took 15 months to decorate. 

Valuable furniture and cera- 
mics, once owned by the dis- 
tinguished Washington dowager 
Mrs. Frederick Keep, ‘were re- 
cently offered to the White 
House. Staff members picked 
out the best, not for the White 
House but for the Gettysburg 
home. 

Most citizens don’t begrudge 
the Eisenhowers these gifts in 
the first home they have ever 
owned. But it has led to back- 
stage discussion as to whether 
a President should place a limit 
on gifts he accepts.

Jugoya-Otsukisan, the Aug. 15 
full moon by the lunar calendar, 
that comes on Sept, 19 is the 
most beautiful moon of the 
whole year, The silvery eers 
of susuki (pampas_ grass), 
autumn flowers, vegetables, 
fruits and rice dumplings are 
offered to the moon. Many hold 
moon viewing parties.

In their songs, the moon is 
addressed as-a maiden. “Otsu- 
kisama ikutsu? Jusan nanatsu, 
mada toshi wakaina” (How old 
is the moon? Thirteen and 
seven, young yet in age) go 
the words of a song sung all 
over the country. Another popu- 
lar children’s song runs, 
“Usagi, usagi, nanimite haneru, 
jugoya-otsukisan mite haneru.” 
(Rabbit, rabbit, what are you 
looking at and jumping about? 
Looking at Jugoya-Otsukisan 
and hopping.) 

There are longer songs too, 
that vary according to districts. 
The following is the translation 
of the Tokyo version of the most 
popular moon song for ,chil- 
dren, - 


“Otsukisama, how old is she? 
Thirteen and seven, still young 
in age. Gave birth to a girl 
baby. Who will hold her? Let 
Oman hold her. Where has 
Oman gone? To the oil shop to 
buy oil and tea. Ice froze on 
the road back of ‘the oil shop. 
Slipped and fell, spilled one 
sho’ of oil. What became of 
the oil? Tarodon’s dog and 
Jirodon’s dog licked it all wp. 
What was done to the dogs? 
The skins were stretched to 
make drums. Beat boom, boom 
there, boom, boom here.” 


In the Tokyo area, this is also 
sung. “Daijina Otsukisan, 
kumomega kakusu, totemo 
kakusunara, kinbyobude kaku- 
se.” (Precious moon the clouds 
hide. If she is to be hidden, 
hide her behind a_e golden 
screen.) 

Aomorf girls beg the full 
moon to give them dresses, sing- 
ing, “Otsukisama, otsukisama, 
akaibobo, kudasei, akaibobo nai- 


gara, shiroibobo kudasei” 
(Otsukisama, give me a red 
dress. If there is no red dress, 


give me a white dress.)

in China - 


First Red Party Meeting in 11 Years

Red China's rulers convened 
their first Communist Party 
congress in 11 years on Sept. 15 
and before the week is over 
there will be plenty of crowing 
in Peiping and some croweating. 


Like its senior partner Rus- 
sia, Red China takes its time 
about calling party congresses, 
whieh generally are occasions 
for soul-searching and major 
policy decisions. 


The Chinese have not held a 
gathering like this since May, 
1945. There is plenty in the past 
decade to brag about, from the 
Communist view. Japan was 
driven from the mainiand, the 
American-supported Kuomin- 
tang collapsed, the Reds con- 
solidated power, and finally 
America itself was held to a 
standstill in Korea. 


But if pasi performances are 
any guide, party chairman 
Mao Tse-tung and company will 
spend more time in contempla- 
tive self-criticism than in pat- 
ting themselves on the back. 

Main cause for tears unques- 
tionably will be the horrible 
failure of China's first five-year 
plan, 


If figures that the Communists 
have already released are re- 
liable, the fact ,is inescapable 
that communism has failed ut- 
terly to accomplish what it set 
out to do in the economic field. 

The current five year plan, 
scheduled to be finished by the 
end of 1957, already is two full 
years behind schedule and very 
possibly will wind up three 
years off the mark. 


The Communists are behind 
in almost all phases of industry. 
City dwellers are suffering from 
really serious shortages of con- 
sumer goods and in agriculture. 
By admission of Chinese offi- 
Cials some 100,000,000 peasants 
are going hungry, 

This failure is_ especially 
damning of the Communist sys- 
tem in the light of figures mak- 
ing it clear that much of what 
accomplished has been by slave 
labor. ! 

A documented 356-page United 
Nations survey emphasizes 
China is holding more than 
25,000,000 persons in bondage. 

In the document, United 
States experts present evidence 
that “at least one forced labor 


camp” exists in each of the 
mainland’s 2,000 counties. 

“Communist claims Of accom- 
plishment,” said a Nationalist 
Chinese official, “is a glittering 
pyramid built on a heap of dead 
men’s bones.” 

Dr. Karl A. Wittfogel, profes- 
sor of Chinese History at the 
University of Washington in 
Seattle, reported in a separate 
study that the Chinese Com- 
munists have used 15,000,000 
persons in slave labor in the 
past six years. 

Dr. Wittfogel reported two 
broad categories of compulsory 
wageless labor on the mainiand: 
(1) forced labor, on which the 
Communists ‘rely heavily to 
build large state-<lirected pro- 
jects, and (2). collective or 
“reformatory” labor. 

“There is ample evidence,” 
the professor said, “that the 
death rate in the’ prisons and 
camps is niga, though how high 
is hard to guess.” 

Despite this immense pool of 
manpower. just about the only 
developmer: in whien the Com- 
munists can claim satisfaction 
‘s rail ava rood transporiation, 

The main reeson for this suc- 
cess is because cf the “crash 
priority” given to transport 
through Manchuria to Korea 
during the Korean War ‘and 
more recently the breakneck 
speed at which the Reds built 
roads and railways into the 
coastal “military” provinces op- 
posite Taiwan. 

Notably, the Peiping regime 
has failed to inspire capital in- 
vestment, nor has it planned 
properly to acquire the right 
equipment—machine tools and 
raw materials—at the right 
piaces at the right times. 

Here are some _ items -of 
evidence: Peiping already has 
slashed its textile program “by 
$360 million, steel construction 
by $270 million, lowered stand- 
ards for buildings and homes, 
cut .he target for grain output 
by 12 per cent. 

In short, communism has 
failed to bring to China’s im- 
poverished masses what its 
leaders promiséd. 

In the Orient, as the saying 
goes, this is an matter for seri- 
ous reflection to which the

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Soviet Housing Shortage —

VIENNA—The appointment of 
Lazar Kaganovich as minister 
of the USSR building materials 
industry (BMI) has again drawn 
attention to the perennial and 
unbelievably severe housing 
shortage in the Soviet Union. 

When the appointment was 
announced, there was at first 
some speculation that it might 
mean a step downward for Kaga- 
novich. The BMI ministry is, at 
least on paper, under the con- 
trol of Vladimir Kucherenko, 
who was chairman of the Com- 
mittee for Construction Affairs, 
is responsible for the Soviet 
Union’s construction industry. 

Kucherenko’s personal status 
is well below that of Kaga- 
novich, an old Bolshevik and a 
first deputy chairman of the 
Council of Ministers. However, 
it seems likely that Kaga- 
novich’s current § assignment 
merely reflects the regime’s 
growing concern over construc- 
tion and housing difficulties. 
For Kaganovich has functioned 
for decades as the Kremlin’s top 
“trouble-shooter.” 

There is no secret about the 
extent of the trouble with ous- 
ing in the Soviet Union; in fact, 
it is revealed plainly by the 
Communists’ own figures. 

According to the official statis- 
tical handbook, published this 
year, “The National Economy of 
the USSR—a Statistical Collec- 
tion,” a Soviet city dweller has, 
on the average, about seven 
square meters of housing space 
at his disposal. The total area 
calculated as “housing space” 
includes hallways, storerooms, 
communal kitchens and similar 
space which outside the Soviet 


Union is normally excluded 
from such statistics, 
Such statistics speak for 


themselves. And yet, they do 
not tell the whole story, for 
cold statistics do not describe 
the human misery bred by such 
over-crowding. In the Soviet 
Union it is commonplace, for 
example, to assign several fami- 
lies to a single apartment with 
each family “errjoying” a room 
to itself. All the families living 
in the apartment must share 
the kitchen and (if there is one) 
the bathroom. 

This sort of housing shortage 
has existed, in ‘the Soviet 
Union, more or less unchanged, 
for decades. 

The Pravda, last week, in an 
editorial on “collective leader- 
ship and personal responsibil- 
ity,” pointed out that in the city 
of Frunze, in the Kirgiz-SSR, 
“the housing pan has been fulfill- 
ed in seven months by only 19 
per cent.” The 190,000 inhabi- 
tants of Frunze have 5.8 square 
meters of living space each, ac- 
cording to the statistical hand- 
book. And, with new construc- 
tion slow to rise, it will be a 
long time before they will have 
any more room, 

Nor is the situation much dif- 
rent in other parts of the USSR. 
The sixth five-year plan (1956- 
60) provides for the addition of 
a mere one square meter dwell 
ing space per capita, but con- 
struction of even that modest 
amount of new hcusing is lag- 
ging behind schedule. 


For the sake of the millions 
of Russians who are living one 
family to a room, it is to be 
hoped that  trouble-shooter 
Kaganovich will do better this 
time than in 1946-47, when he 
was also minister of the Build- 
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
